HEAVENS IB SEPTEMBER. 


By Prof. Eric Doolittle of the X}niyen;Uy.. .of. Pennsylvania.. 


Two new comets, one coming at,the rate of eleven miles a second. The return of Saturn. 


The evening sky is now filledi 


with the beautiful autumn con- 
stellations. 
The wonderful sum-| 


mer branch of the Milky Way forms 
a golden arch which passes from 
the south to the' north, exactly 
through the highest point of the 
heavens, while Hercules, the Drivwr 
and the delicate Northern Crown 
cover the sky in- the west: 
As the 


to draw near 'our sun and so to be- 
come visible in our skies at the 
same time, they have really no'con- 
nection with' each, other. 
They 


come' from widely different por- 
tions of space, and after swinging 
around our sun will draw away 
from us in almost exactly opposite 
directions.

It has now un- 
fortunately passed so far below the 
plane of the earth's orbit that it is 
shining far down among the south- 
ern constellations and will never 
be seen by us again. 
THE COMET OF THE EVENING 


SKY. 


The other comet was discovered 


en July 21 by Dr. \V. R. Brooks of 
Geneva, N. Y. This comet had al- 
ready passed high above the plane 
of the earth's orbit when it was 
first seen, and, as is evident from 
Figure 4, it will continually move 


much'less than .that of the comet 
Kiess.- 
The path of the former 


comet is shown on Figure 1. 


Every co^et is thought to be a. 


great swarm, or 'cloud, composed • 
of meteoric particles, various gases, 
cosmic dust and matter in a. ra- 
diant condition. 
This- cloud, drift- 


ing through space at a wonderfully 
great distance away from our sys- 
tem; "began,' ages1 ago, to feel the 
pull of our sun and to drift toward 
that body-. Had.the cloud, and the 
sun both" been' at1 rest when the 
motion began the comet would ot 
course have fallen directly on to the 
sun. 
But as both were in motion, 


the latter with a speed of 11 miles 
a second, the chance of this ever 
happening is-almost-infinltely small. 
Instead the comet will miss our sun. 
and swing around it, as shown In 
Figures 3 anl 4, finally receding . 
Into the depths of space, never to 
be seen"bFius1'iga*n.^'

THE .PLANETS "JN SEPTEMBER. 


The 
beautiful 
planet. Yenus, 


which shone 'so . brightly in 
the 


western, .skj -f,or -inanjf mpfiths, fe 
now just. passing into the morning 
heavens. 
On September 1 it sets 


almost exactly due west about 40 
minutes after sunset, and on ac- 
count of its great brightness may 
be detected very near, the ground 
in the twilight glow just after sun- 
set. 
In a telescope it will then be 


seen as a wonderfully narrow, sil-. 
very crescent. On September 15 it 
will pass to the west ot the sun 
and become a morning star. 


The bright planet Jupiter has 


now also moved just beyond the 
borders ot our chart, but this may 
still be seen low in the southwest 
in the very early evening. 
It is 


now near the lower star of the pair 
of stars known as the Balances, the 
upper star of t'/iis pair being shown, 
at A, Figure 1. The planet is mov- 
ing slowly eastward and downward, 
and will "pass to the east of this 
star on September 24. At this time 
the two bright objects will be but 
one-half a degree apart.
